Briand and Lloyd George will prob­ 
ably hold a private interview at Bol­ 
ogna after the cham ber meets T hurs 
day.

SUPREME (DI RT SD DECIDES IN 


SUIT BROUGHT BY OWNERS OF

governm ent by a decision of the su­ 
preme court today won one of the 
most Important tax suits in recent 
years when the court held that in­ 
creased 
value of n atural resources 
held by a corporation is profit and 
therefore is taxable as income. 
Justice Pitney read the decision of 
the court. 
The decision means that 
many millions of dollars will be kept 
In tho federal treasury, according to 
government, estimates. 
The suit was brought by the Labllle 
Iron Works, a West Virginia corpor­ 
ation, when the commissioner of In­ 
ternal revenue Imposed a tax on it of 
m ore than one million dollars for the 
Increased value of ore lands in the 
Mesaba iron range. 
This was done on the ground th at 
the value of lands which originally 
coat 1190.000 had Increased to $ 10,- 
160,000. The increased value was re p ­ 
resented by stock dividends Issued by 
he « ompany increasing its capital by 


$9,916,400. 
The increase,

pany contended, wait not profit, bat 
an increase in investment capital. 
Chaa. Evans Hughes, now secretary 
of state, argued the case of the com­ 
pany.

Y’ictor H e r ­ 
bert's outstanding characteristic

The people who compose the audi­ 
ence seldthi realize 
these 
musical 
beauties on t!fu technical aide, as pro­ 
fess tonal musicians do. 
Hut they do 
realize that here is freshness to cheer 
their jaded palates. 
Here are rosy 
apples and popcorn before un autumn 
fire, after the hothouse air of Jazzy 
restaurants. 
There is nothing sexy or unpleas­ 
ant iu any of these operas. 
They are 
so full of good stuff that they do not 
have to rely on vice or falsity for 
their appeal. 
Their fun Is riotous, 
friendly fun, without a particle of 
sting or dark brown taste next morn­ 
ing.
